Bleſſed be his Name, many who before were linded by 
that great Man, now ſee z and one of my Savannah 
Pariſhioners, once a great Favourer of the Archbiſhop, 
and a moral Man, being lately awakened, ſent me ſeven- 
teen Volumes of the Archbiſhop's Sermons, to be dil poſed 
of as I pleaſed, I pray God in like Manner to ex/igh- 
ten all others: For I am verily perſuaded, waenever 
a Soul is truly converted i God, it can no more bear the 
Writings of Hrchliſbop Tillo:ſon, than thoſe could bear

— The 
Power of God is more viſible than ever in our Aſſemblies, 
and more and more are convinced that I preach the 
oftrine of Jeſus Chriſt, — The bigotted Self-righteous 
uakers now alſo begin to ſpit out a little of the Venom 
of the Serpent. They cannot bear the Doctrine of O- 
. riginal Sin, and of an Imputed Righteouſneſs, as the 
Cauſe of our Acceptance with God. One of their 
Head Teachers calls Original Sin, Original Nonſenſe ; 
and ſeveral have been to me under Apprehenſions of be- 
ing thruſt out of their Synagogues for owning and confeſ- 
fing the Truths I preach — I have not yet met with 
much Oppoſition from the Diſſenters: But when Icome 
to tell many of them, Miniſters, as well as People, thar 
they bold the Truth in Unrigbteouſneſs; that they talk 
and preach of 7uſtifying Faith, but never truly felt it 
ning Hearts, as I am perſuaded Numbers of them 
have not, then they, no doubt, will ſhoot out their Ar. 
rows, even bitter Words. But T am not to have Reſpect 
to Perſons or Parties. —I would preach the Truth as it is 
in FJeſus, and as I love all that love Him, fo I muſt re- 
prove all that do not walk worthy of the holy Vocation 
deßeretviib they are called. God has now brought me to 
 New-Þrunſwick, where I am bleſſed with the Conver- 
ſation of Mr. Gilbert Tennant, mentioned in my laſt 
Journal. Indeed he is a good Soldier of Feſus Chriſt, and 
God is pleaſed in a wonderful Manner to own both him

have delivered my Thoughts in my publick Diſcourſes; 
but as my Buſineſs here required-me to ſtop as little as 
poſſible on the Road, I have no other Way to diſcharge 
the Concern which at preſent lies upon my Heart, than 
by ſending you this Letter: How you will receive it I 
know not; whether you will accept it in Love, or be 

offended with me, as the Maſter of the Damſel was 
with Paul, for caſting the Evil Spirit-out of her, when 
he ſaw the Hope of his Gain was gone; Tam uncertain. 
Whatever be the Event, I muit inform you in the 
Meekneſs and Gentleneſs of Chri/t, that I think God 
has a Quarrel with you for your Abuſe of and Cruelty 
to the poor Negroes. Whether it be lawful for Chri- 
ſtians to buy Slaves, and thereby encourage the Nations 
from whom they are bought, to be- at perpetual War 
with each other, I ſhall not take upon me to deter- 
mine; ſure I am, it is ſinful, when bought, to uſe 
them as bad, nay worſe, than, as though they were 
Brutes; and whatever particular Exceptions there may 
be (as I would charitably hope there are ſome) ] fear the 
Generality of you that own Negroes, are liable to ſuch 
a Charge; for your Slaves, I believe, work as hard, 1

Theſe after they have done their Work, are fed and 
taken proper Care of; but many Negroes when weari- 
_ ed with Labour in your Plantations, have been obliged 

to grind their own Corn after they return home. 

Your Dogs are careſſed and fondled at your Tables: 
Bat your Slaves, who are frequently ſtiled Dogs or 
Beaſts, have not an equal Privilege. They are ſcarce 
permitted to pick up the Crumbs which fall from their 
Maſters Tables. Nay, ſome, as I have been informed 
by an Eye-Witneſs, have been, upon the molt trifling 
Provocation, cut with Knives, and had Forks thrown 

into their Fleſh. Not to mention what Numbers have 
been given up to the inhuman Uſage of cruel Tafk- 

Maſters, who by their unrelenting Scourges have 
ploughed upon their Backs, and made long Furrows, 
and at length brought them even to Death itſelf, 7

Tis true, I . there are but few ſuch Monſters of 
Barbarity ſuffered to ſubſiſt amongſt you. Some, I hear, 
have been lately executed in Virginia for killing Slaves, 
and the Laws are very ſevere againſt ſuch who at any 
Time murder them. | | 
And perhaps it might be better for the poor Crea- 
tures themſelves, to be hurried out of Life, than to be 
made ſo miſerable, as they generally are in it. And 
indeed, conſidering what Uſage they commonly meet 
with, I have wondered, that we have not more In- 
ſtances of Self-Murder among the Negroes, or that 
they have not more frequently roſe up in Arms againſt 
their Owners. Virginia has once, and Charles-Town 1 
more than once been threatened in this Way. 

And though I heartily pray God they may never 
be permitted to get the Upper-Hand ; yet ſhould ſuch 
a Thing be permitted by Providence, all good Men 
muſt acknowledge the Judgment would be juſt. For 
is it not the higheſt Ingratitude, as well as Cruelty, | 
not to let your poor Slaves enjoy ſome Fruits of their 
Labour? : 2-4 Rana? 
When paſſing along, I have viewed your Planta- 
tions cleared and cultivated, many ſpacious Houſes built, 
and the Owners of them faring ſumptuouſly every Day, 
my Blood has frequently almoſt run cold within me, 
to conſider how many of your Slaves had neither con- 
venient Food to eat, or proper Raiment to put on, 
notwithſtanding moſt of the Comforts you enjoy were 
folely owing to their indefatigable Labours.— The 
Scripture ſays, Thou ſhalt not muzzle 1he Ox that treadeth 
out the Corn. Does God take Care of Oxen ? And will 
he not take Care of the Negroes alſo ? Undoubtedly 

he will, —Go to now, ye rich Men, weep and howl * 
for your Miſeries that ſhall come upon you! Behold 3% 
the Proviſion of the poor Negroes, which have reaped li 
down your Fields, which is by you denied them, 1 
crieth-z and the Cries of them which reaped, are entered | i 
into the Ears of the Lord of Sabaoth !

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Then there was a Famine in the Days of David, three 


Years, Year after Tear; and David enquired of the 
Tord. And the Lord anſwered, it is for Saul and his 
bloady Houſe, becauſe he flew the Gibeonites.— Two 
Things are here very remarkable. —Firft, that theſe 
Gibeonites were only Hewers of Wood and Drawers 
of Water, or in other Words, Slaves like yours. Se- 
condly, That this Plague was ſent by God many Years 


after the Injury, the Cauſe of the Plague, was com- 


mitted. —And for what End was this and ſuch like 

mples recorded in Holy Scripture ? Without 
Doubt, for our Learning, upon whom the Ends of 
the World are come. For God is the ſame to Day as 
he was Yeſterday, and will continue the ſame for- 
ever.

Negroes! The Blood of them ſpilt for theſe many

| is not all—Enſlaving or miſuſing their Bodies would, 
comparatively ſpeaking, be an inconſiderable Evil, 


. of was proper Care taken of their Souls. But I have 
great Reaſon to believe, that moſt of you, on Purpoſe, 


deep jo ir Negroes ignorant of Chriſtianity; or other- 
wiſe, why are they permitted through your Provinces, 
openly to prophane the Lord's Day, by their Danc- 


ing, Piping, and ſuch like? I know the general Pre- 


tence for this Neglect of their Souls is, that teaching 
them Chriſtianity would make them proud, and con- 
ſequently uawilling to ſubmit to Slavery: But what a 
dreadful Reflection is this on your -Holy Religion? 
What blaſphemous Notions muſt thoſe that make ſuch 
an Ohjection have of the Precepts of Chriſtianity ? 

Do yu find any one Command in the Goſpel; that 
has the leaſt Tendency to make People. forget their 


relative Duties? Do you not read that Servants, and 


as many as are under-the Yoke of Bondage, are re- 
quired to be ſubject, in all-lawful Things, to their Ma- 


ters; and that not only to the Good and Gentle, but 


alſo

Alſo to the Froward ? Nay, may I not appeal to your 
own Hearts, whether deviating from the Laws of - 
(us Chriſt, is not the Cauſe of all the Evils and Mi- 
ſeries Mankind now univerſally groan under, and of 
all the Vices we find both in ourſelves and others? 
Certainly it is.— And therefore, the Reaſon why Ser- 
vants generally prove ſo bad is, becauſe ſo little Care 
is taken to breed them up in the Nurture and Ad- 
monition of the Lord. But ſome will be ſo bold per- 
haps as to reply, That a few of the Negroes have been 
taught Chriſtianity, and, notwithſtanding, have been re- 
markably worſe than others, But what Chriſtianity 
were they taught? They were baptized, and taught to 
read and write: And this they may do, and much 
more, and yet be far from the Kingdom of God; 
for there is a vaſt Difference between civilizing and 
chriſtianizing a Negroe. A black as well as a white 
Man may be civilized by outward Reſtraints, and af- 
terwards break through thoſe Reſtraints again. But I 
challenge the whole World to produce a ſingle Inſtance 
of a Negroe's being made a thorough Chriſtian, and 
thereby a worſe Servant. It cannot be—Bat farther, 
if teaching Slaves Chriſtianity has ſuch a bad Influence 
upon their Lives, why are you generally deſirous of 
having your Children taught ? Think you they are 
any way better by Nature than the poor Negroes ? 
No, in no wiſe, Blacks are juſt as much, and no 
more, conceived and born in Sin, as White Men 
are, Both, if born and bred up here, I am per- - 
ſuaded, are naturally capable of the ſame Irnprove- 
ment. And as for the grown Negroes, I am apt to 


think, whenever the Goſpel is preached with Power 


amongſt them, that many will be brought effectually 
home to God. Your preſent and paſt bad Uſage of 
them, however ill-defigned, may thus far do them 
good, as to break their Wills, increaſe the Senſe of 
their natural. Miſery, and conſequently better diſpoſe 
their Minds to accept the Redemption wronght out 
for them, by the Death and Obedience of F-/is ChriF, 
God has, not long ſince, _ pleaſed to make *

f r of the Negroes in New-England Veſſels of Mercy; 


and ſome of them, I hear, have been brought to cry 
out, What ſhall we do to be ſaved ? in the Province 
of Penſylvania, Doubtleſs there is a Time, when the 
Fulneſs of the Gentiles will come in: And then I be- 
lieve, if not before, theſe deſpiſed Slaves will find the - 
Goſpel of Chriſt. to be the Power of God to their 
Salvation, as well as we.—But I know all Arguments 
to prove the Neceſlity of taking Care of your Negroes 
Souls, though never ſo concluſive, will prove ineffec- 
tual, till you are convinced of the Neceſſity of ſecur- 
ing the Salvation of your own. That you yourſelves 
are not effectually convinced of this, I think is too 
notorious to want Evidence.—A general Deadneſs as 
to divine Things, and not to ſay a general Prophane- 
neſs, is diſcernible both in Paſtors and People, 
Mloſt of you are without any teaching Prieſt, And 
whatever Quantity of Rum there may be, yet I fear 
but very few Bibles are annually imported into your 
different Provinces. God has already begun to viſit for 
this as well as for other wicked Things. For near this 
two Years laſt paſt, he has been in a remarkable Manner 
- contending with the People of South-Carolina, Their 
Houſes have been depopulated with the Small Pox and 


Fever, and their own Slaves have roſe up in Arms a- 


gainſt them. —Theſe Judgments are undoubtedly ſent 
abroad, nor only that the Inhabitants of that, but of 
other Provinces, ſhould learn Righteouſneſs ; And un- 
eſs you all repent, you all muſt in like Manner expect 
to periſh. —God firſt generally corrects us with Whips; 
if that will not do, he muſt chaſtize us with Scorpions. 
A foreign Enemy is now threatning to invade you, 
and nothing will more provoke God, to give you up as 
a Prey into their Teeth, than Impenitence and Unbe- 
lief,—Let theſe be removed, and the Sons of Violence 
ſhall not be able to hurt you: No; your Oxen ſhall 
be ſtrong to labour; there ſhall be no Decay of your

For this Reaſom I 
thought it my Duty to bear a publick Teſtimony a- 
gainſt the Writings of Archbiſhop Tillofſon; and upon 
the ſame Account think it my Duty to point out the 
Fundamental Error of an Author, as much admired 
and read by the more common, as the Archbiſhop 
by the more learned and polite fort of People. I know 
you are impatient to know who this can be: If you 
will promiſe me not to be angry, I'll tell you; it is 
that much admired Book called, The wwhole Duty of 
Man. Methinks I ſee you ſurprized at the very men- 
tioning of it; but remember I deſired you not to be 
angry; and if you will throw aſide Prejudice, and 
are ſincerely defirous to know and do the Divine Will, 
I am perſuaded we ſhall bath be of one Mind con- 
cerning this Book before you lay this Letter down out 
of your Hands. But before I ſhew you its Errors, to 
convince you of my Impartiality, I confeſs that the 
Devotions of that Book were once of Service to me, 
and I believe have been uſeful to many others. The 
Book in general is calculated to civilize, but I am per- 
ſuaded it never was a Means of converting a ſingle Soul. 
I have juſt been looking over the Index and general 
Titles at the End of it, and cannot find the Word Ne- 
generation ſo much as once mentioned; and indeed 
the whole Treatiſe 1s built on ſuch a falſe Foundation, 
as not only proves the Author to be no real Chriſtin 
at Heart, but allo that he had not ſo much as a 
Head Knowledge of the true Goſpel of Feſus Cbrit.

Adam was now in a State of Condemnation: He was 
ſo far from being deſirous of entering into a Covenant 
with, that he fled from God; and was not ſo much as 
truly convinced of his Sin, as will evidently appear 


the Fault not upon themſelves, but on one another, 
and on the Serpent.

him the Woman) ſhe gave me, ſays Adam, and I did

and now reveals it in Time. The Seed of the Woman, 
#, e. Feſus Chriſt, who in all Probability was ſpiritually 
coneeived that Inſtant in the Heart of Eve, ſball bruiſe 

\ the Serpent*s Head, i. e. by his Obedience and Death 
Mall ſatisfy Divine Juſtice, fulfil the Moral Law in 
Man's Stead, and thereby deliver him from the Power 
of the Devil. Here are no Terms mentioned on 

Man's Part at all. And ſuppoſing there had been 

a Covenant made with Man, “ and it had been made 
«< tp, as the firſt was, of ſome Mercies to be afford- 

e ed by God, and ſome Duties to be performed by 
us,“ alas! we are of all Creatures moſt miſerable ; 
for then we are not under Grace. but under the Law: 
And if Adam could not keep the firſt Covenant, tho? 
in perfect Innocence, how can we, who hate God by 

Nature, and whoſe Thoughts are only Evil continually, 
keep a feeond like unto it? Is not this putting Man 
into a moſt unhappy Condition, and making his poor 
imperfect Obedience the Cauſe why Jeſus Chrift is mer- 
eiful unto him? And if ſo, how is Boaſting excluded 
in the great Work of our Redemption, as the Scrip- 
tures every where affirm ? And how can eternal Life 
be the free Gift of God through Jefus Chriſt our 
Lord? But this is agreeable enough to the Divinity 
of this Author, who, in the 21ſt Paragraph of this 
Preface, ſays, The third Thing Cbriſt was to do 

L for us, was to enable us, or give us Strength, to 

„ do what he requires of us. This he doth, firſt, 

by taking off from the Hardneſs of the Law given

Force againſt 'us as it was againſt Adam, before we 
are found in Chriſt : God has been ſo far from taking 
off from the Hardneſs of the Law given to Adam, that 


Feſas Chriſt declares, that he came not to deſtroy, but 


to fulfil it; And till convinced of the Obligations we 
lie under to obey the whole moral Law in Thought, 
Word, and Deed, how can we ſee the Neceffity of 
the Righteouſneſs, of Jeſus Chriſt. God's Law was 
honourable 3 Feſus Chriſt fulfilled it in our Stead 3 and 
upon Account of that Righteouſneſs imputed to us, 
and not on our hearty Endeavours, or Repentance, are 


we accepted by im, What is there in our hearty 


Endeavours, or Repentance, to recommend us to the 


Favour of God, or to render them worthy of being 


joined with the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, as though 
that was not ſufficient of itſelf ? Our beſt Actions are 
but ſplendida Peccata, glittering Sins. I cannot 
„e pray, ſays the pious Biſhop Beveridge, but I fin. I 
% cannot hear or preach a Sermon, but I fin. I 
ce cannot give an Alms, or receive the Sacrament, 
« but I fin; nay, I cannot confeſs my Sins, but my 
very Confeſſions are ſtill Aggravations of them; 
** my Repentings need to be repented of; my Tears 
* want waſhing, and the very Waſhing of my Tears 
55 needs ſtill to be waſhed over again with the Blood 
* of my Redeemer.” Feſus Chrift, the Lord, is our 
whole Righteouſneſs; we are to go to him as poor 
Sinners, beg Salvation of him as his free Gift, and 
intreat him to give us a living Faith whereby that 
Righteouſneſs may be applied to our Hearts; and 
then the Faith, if true, will work by Love. This 
the Author of The whole Duty of Mau was intirely 
ignorant of, otherwiſe he would not have laid ſuch 
2 Foundation: And if the Foundation be ſo bad, 
CO ie or en or Ne 
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judge you then how wretchedly weak the Superſtruc- 
ture muſt be. It would take up more Time than 1 
can at preſent ſpare to point out all the Miſtakes of 
the whole Book : I will only refer you to what this 
Author ſays about Recreations, Sunday 19. Sect. 7. 


wherein he ſeems not only to allow of Gaming, by 


fſaying, If we play at any Game;“ but directs us 
when we do, to let the End of our doing it be merely 
to recreate ourſelves. I thought the Glory of God, 
and not Self-pleaſing, had been the Principle from 
which all Chriſtians ought to act.

Duty of Man ſaid he might do fo: And indeed, I 
believe, he is not the firſt by thouſands who has been 
miſerably deceived by this Book, and therefore I thought 
myſelf obliged to write this Letter: You may make 
what Uſe you will of it: I care not if the Contents 


are publiſhed upon the Houſe-top; nay, 1 think it 


your Duty, if convinced yourſelf, to endeavour to 
convince others; for there is no Hopes of bringing 
People to a right Knowledge of the Goſpel, till their 
Favourite, tho* erroneous Authors, are diſcountenanc- | 
ed and laid aſide, Before I fee England, I hope I 
ſhall hear that my dear Friends in the Miniſtry, both 
in preaching and printing, have ſeconded my Teſtii- 
mony. Future Ages, as well as the preſent, will be 
much beholden to them for it. Their Declarations 
will ſtand as Records, that God did not leave himſelf 
without Witneſs, even in the worſt of Times. Other 
Goſpel Minifters will be much encouraged thereby, 


and thouſands, nay ten thouſands, preſerved from In- 


tection, which otherwiſe, perhaps, they may - not be 
able to avoid. However, whether they ſecond me or 
not, by the Help of my God, both abroad and at 
home, (if it be the Divine Will I ſhould ſee England 
again) I will! perſevere in bearing a more explicite 
and particular Teſtimony againſt the falſe Writings of 


our admired Rabbies. Do you, and my other Friends,

My affirming That Archbi-- 
ſhop. Tillotſon knew no more e, Chriſtianity than Maho- 


met, has been look'd upon as one of the moſt unjuſti- 


fable Expreſſions that ever proceeded out of my

greater Monſter than ever by my Enemies, but alla. 


have been ſecretly deſpiſed and cenſured by ſome, who, 
otherwiſe, were my Friends. Indeed, I dare not fay 


this Expreſſion came originally from me: No my 
dear and . honoured * r; Jobn Maico.

watch over me; reprove me ſharply whenever you 
Ierceive my Spirit any way imbittered; pray 9 1 
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miſtake not, firſt ſpoke it in a private Society, when 

he was expounding Part of St. Paul's Epiſtle to the 
Romans, and proving the Doctrine of Juſtification in 
the Sight of God by Faith alone, in Contradiſtinction 
to good Works. It is in this Particular (not to men- 
tion others) that I have and do now join Iſſue with my 
honoured Friend, and upon the matureſt Deliberation, 
ſay. again what I have often ſaid before, That Archbiſbop 
Tillotſon knew no more about true Chriſtianity than Ma- 
hömet. Whatever high Opinion others might have of 
that great Man and his Works, I muſt confeſs he was 
never a Favourite of mine. My Sermon on the Eter- 
pity of Hell Torments, was directly levelled againſt a 
Diicourle of his on that Subject, before! left the Uni- 
verſity : And ſince J came from thence, my Diſlike 
of him has been much encreaſed, becauſe I have ob- 
ſerved all natural Men generally ſpeak well of Arch- 
biſhop. Tilloſon's Works. And if we may judge of 
Men's Writings as well as themſelves, by our Lord's 
Rule, we cannot but pronounce a Woe. againſt thoſe 
Books whhich natural Men generally ſpeak of. Did 
he teach the Truth as it is in Jeſus, Thouſands, who 
now admire, - would throw aſide his Diſcourſes as waſte 
Paper. But I would not lay all the Streſs of my 

jections here. Out of his own Writings will I prove 
my Aſſertion.— Any ſpiritual Man that reads them, 
may eafily/ ſee that the Archbiſhop knew of no other 
than a bare hiſtorical Faith: And as to the Method of 

dcdur Acceptance with God through Fefus Chriſt, and 

our Juſtification by Faith alone (which is the Doctrine 

of the Scripture! and the Church of England) he cer- 

tainly was as ignorant thereof as Mabomet himſelf.— 

It would be endleſs to produce all the Paſſages out of 

his Sermons, that prove this; I ſhalÞ only refer every 
impartial Reader to Vol. II. Serm, zad, 33d, 54th, 

goth, göth. The Title of which runs thus.“ On 

the Nature of Regeneration, and its Neceſſity, in 
order to our Juſtification and Salvation.“ So that, 
according to this Title, His Grace intended to prove, 
that we nut firſt be regenerated and ſanctified, and

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then on Account of that Regeneration or Sanctifica- 
tion, that God will juſtify, 2. e. acquit, accept, aud 
reward us. That I do not wrong the Archbiſhop, is 
plain from this Paſſage in Sermon 52d, page 32 5, Folio. 
& All that the Goſpel requires as neceſſary to theſe 
<< -Purpoſes (i. e. to Man's Juſtification and Salvation) 
is that we perform the Conditions of the Goſpel, 
<« that ſo we may be capable of being made Partakers 
«© of the Bleſſings of it.” And at the End of Ser- 
mon 56, which is the laſt on that Subject, and as the 
Summary of what he had before been delivering, He 
writes thus You fee then what it is that muſt re- 
„ commend us to the Favour of God. The real 
KRenovation of our Hearts and Lives after the Image 
„of him that created us, before ever we can hope 
* to be reſtored to the Grace and Favour of God, 
* or to be capable of the Reward of eternal Life: 
« And what could God have done more reaſonable, 
4 than to make thoſe very Things the Terms 
of our Salvation, which are the neceſſary Cauſes 
and Mean of it?

For what 
can be more contradictory to the Goſpel of Jeu 
Chriſt? Here is not a Word mentioned about the

eternal Happineſs—And what is this but Deiſin refined? 
Nay, is not this worſe. than Deiſm on ſome Accounts? 
Deiſts act conſiſtently however with themſelves: They 
deny Chriſt, and therefore deny his Righteouſneſs : The 
Archbiſhop pretends to own Chriſt, and yet puts our 
Righteouſneſs in the Place of his. Many I believe, 
do this, and yet know it not. —Theſe are to be pitied 
and taught better. But what can be faid in Excuſe 
for the Archbiſhop, who, if I miſtake not, had Edu- 
cation amongſt thoſe who did truly preach Chriſt, and 
yet afterwards, in this and numberleſs other Paſſages 
of his Works, preached Doctrines as contrary to the 
Articles to which he ſubſcribed as Darkneſs is con-

The general Tenour of © the divine Diſpenſations, reſpect 
ing the Church, and the Reaſons of it; are clearly re- 


vealed; but there are a thouſand Intrieacies in the Maze 


of particular Providence, which will remain unravelled, 
till a Day of brighter Manifeſtation. Hewever, chere 

is nothing more certain than this, that by the ea bed 
Decree and Appointment of Heaven, the People of God 
mt, through nuch Tribulation, enter into his Ring- 
dom: And r that will live Godly in Chris Feſus, 
muſt ſuffer Perſecution. Hence let no Man wonder, 
that the Reverend Mr, Jhitefield meets with Enemies 
and Oppoſition. There has ſcarce any Thing appear- 
ed in theſe laft Ages of the Church, more [remarkable 


than the Condu?? and CharatFer of this wonderful young 


Miniſter. Were he to eſcape Perſecution, he would 
want one Evidence of his Divine Aion, one Batlge 
of a Diſciple of Chriſt. © . 

It was once faid of a eelebihted? Mndent, and finer 
applied to the renowned Y//ickiiff, by Mr. Jobn Fox, 
our famous Martyrologiſt, That even as the Morn- 


« ing-Star in the midſt of a Cloud, and as the 


Moon at the full, and as the bright Beams of the 
« Sun, ſo doth this Man ſhine and gliſter in the 
Temple and Church of God.” Whether the fame 


can, with equal Juſtice,” be faid of the Reverend Mr. 
Whitefield, 1 I ſhall leave to others to determine, But 


tus 
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ſure I am, that there is a vaſt Re/emblance between the 
Men. Both were born in the ſame Country, Both 
educated in the ſame Univerſity. Boh Miniſters in the 
ame Church of England. Both Champions for the 
Jame Faith; even that Faith that was at firſt deliver- 
ed to the Saints. The one a glorious Reformer of the 
Church from Popery : The other an illuſtrious Reſto- 
rer of the Doctrines of the Reformation. The one, la- 
bouring to reduce the Church to that Purity which ſhe 
attained almoſt two hundred Years after him. The other, 
endeavouring to revive thoſe Truths, which ſhe uni- 
verſally embraced almoſt two hundred Years before him. 
Bosb Men of lite Zeal: Both treated in the ſame Man- 
ner. The Papiſts of that Day, wrote, That Wictif 
in his Teaching and Preaching was very eloquent, 
but a Diſſembler and an Hypocrite.“ Some 
(called Proteſtantis) of this Day, ſay, that though 
„ Mhiteſield is an eloquent Preacher, yet he is a De- 
V ceiver and an Enthuſiaſt. Halden, the moſt cruel 
and bitter Enemy of Michlif, wrote to the Pope, that 
he was wonderfully aſtoniſhed at his moſt ſtrong Ar- 
guments, with the Places of Authority which he had 
gathered, with the Vehemency and Force of his Rea- 
ſons. The Enemies of V hiteſield can't deny, but that 
there is an aſtouiſbing Force, and 'a migbiy Energy al- 
tending bis Miniſtry. I ſhall purſue the Parallel but 
in one Inſtance more. Mr. Fox ſpeaking of the Days 
of Wickliff, ſays, That at that Time, :ozly.the Name 
« of. Cbriſt remained among the Chriſtians z but his 
true and lively Doctrines was as far unknown to the 
„ moſt Part, as his Name was common to all Men. 
As touching Faith, Conſolation, the Uſe and End 
„ of the Law, the Office of Chriſt, of our 

„ tency and Weakneſs, of the Holy Ghoſt, of the 
4 Greatneſs and Strength of Sin, of true Works, of 
Grace and free Juſtification by Faith, of Liberty of 
% a Chriſtian Man, wherein conſiſteth and reſteth the 
% Sum and Matter of our Profeſſion, there was no 
„Mention, nor any Word almoſt ſpoken of.—The 
World leaving and forſaking the lively 3 — 
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cc God's ſpiritual Word and Doctrine, was altoge- 
ec ther led and blinded with outward Ceremonies and 
< human Traditions: . Wherein the whole Scope, in 
„ Manner, of all Chriſtian Perfection did conſiſt 
<<, and depend. In theſe was all the Hope of obtain- 
< ing Salvation, fully fixed. en all Things 
< were attributed.“ 
1 ſays our Author, te was the State of Reli 
gion when Wictliß, by God's Providence, ſprang 
« and roſe. up.“ And, alas, how awful a Picture 
does it repreſent of the Degeneracy: of this Day? Mr. 
Fox flouriſhed in the Time of the Reformation, and 
was a Miniſter of the Church of England, in her pureſt 
Age: When being purged from ber Filthineſ, e WS 
betrothed, as a chaſte Vi irgin, unto Chriſt, In that 
Day, England among the Nations that were reformed, 
. became a Land of Light Her Church appeared fair as 
the Moon, clear as the Sun; and terrible, to her Anti- 
[chriſtian Enemies, 4s an Army with Banners. The 
Articles of her Faith, became not only a Standard of 
Truth to her/ef, but among all the Reformed, were 
acknowledged to be a lively Exemplar of the original 
Pattern. Then did the Church of England feel the 
Power of the Goſpel, and the Cn of the Holy 
Ghoſt. That the Day of her _ Efpouſals, was the- Day 
ef the Gladneſs of her Heart. It was no Difpute in 
that Day, Whether the Influences of the Holy Spi- 
nn cod be diſtinguiſhed from the Operations of our 
own Minds.”

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Particle of celeſtial Bliſs, depending on a Cauſe, and 
producing an Effect, as widely different from the Ope- 
rations of our don Minds, as Heaven and Earth. This 


was the State of the Church of England, when this 


Godly Confeſſor wrote his Hiſtory. 
But were it poſſible for a Saint in Heaven to mourn, 


and could that le Army of Martyrs, which were the 


firſt Fruits of the Engliſb Reformation to Chriſt, look 
down from the excellent Glory, and behold the preſent 


State of the Church, how would they turn their Praiſes -. 


into Lamentations? and fay, alas! How is the Gold 


become dim, and the moſt fine Gold changed ! How hath the 
Lord covered the Daughter of Zion with a Cloud, in bis 


Anger, and caſt down from Heaven to Earth the Beauty 
of Ifracl z Where is that lively Power of God's ſpiri- 
tual Word and Doctrine, which we happily felt and 
experienced? Do we not behold the Religion of moſt, 
to conſiſt only in outward Ceremonies and human Tra- 
ditions? Where are the Chriſtians: of theſe Times, 
that do more than go to Church and ſay their Prayers? 
How is the lively Devotion of our Days funk into a 
dead, dry, and empty Formality 2 Where is that lively 
Faith, by which we were edified, and built up into a 
ſpiritual Temple for God?

with the Blood of the Saints. J. hrough them has he 
chiefly. vented his helliſh Blaſphemies againſt God. De- 
nied the Divinity of Chriſt ; and confequently his Sa- 
tisfaction and Merits. But above all, through them, 
does he even now pour Contempt upon the Holy Ghoft,

hid theſe Things from the Wiſe and Prudent, and hat 
revealed them unto Babes; even ſo, Father, for fo it 
ſeemed good in ihy Sight; and thoſe Words of St. Paul, 


The natural Man receiveth not the Things ef the Spirit 
of God, for they are Fooliſbneſs unto him, neither can 
be know them, becaufe they are ſpiritually « diſcerned. 
And although the Goſpel ſo plainly reveals the Ne- 
ceſſity of the Spirit's Agency, and declares his Pre- 
ſence with the Church, to be the Effect of Chrifs 
Prayer, and the Father's Miſſion, to ſuſtain the Of- 


fice of the great Paraclete, and our Lord's Vice-gerent,

Were it not for the Malice and Profaneneſs, 
abounding in his printed Papers, one would be tempt- 
ed to hope, from the-Froth and Levity appearing in 
them, that the Man is only diſordered in his Brain 
but when we ſee him ſpitting his Venom in the 
Language of the Holy Ghoſt, and facrificing the 
Doctrines of the New Birth, the Operations of the 
Holy Spirit, the Efficacy of divine Grace, ſome of 
the moſt important Truths of the everlaſting Goſpel, 
to his profane Scorn, Banter, and Ridicule, and this 
under the Guiſe of a Miniſter of the Church, one 
knows not what to think of him. Poor Church of 
England, are ſuch Men thy Guides? Are theſe the 
Men that are to ſhew the Way of Salvation ? Then 
miſerable indeed is thy Caſe, And thou haſt Cauſe to 
fear, that the Glory of the Lord is departing from thee. 
O deprecate the impending Evil, and pierce the 
Heavens with thy importunate and never-ceaſing Cries, 
« Lord, take not thy Holy Spirit from us.” 

O Whitefield, into what Times art thou fallen! Sure- 
H, this is a Day of Trouble, and of Rebuke, and of 

Blaſphemy. How ſhamefully have we apoſtatized from 
our primitive Faith and Purity? Our Nazarites, which | 
once were purer than Snow, and whiter than Milk, their 
Viſage is now become blacker than a Coal. — And except 
the. Lord had left unto us a very ſmall Remnant, we 
ſhould have been as Sodom, we ſhould have been like 
unto Gomorrha. Our God might juſtly have caſt us 
off for ever; and in Anger ſhut up his tender Mercies. 
But the Lord hath not utterly forſaken his People. In 
theſe Days he hath cauſed ſome Beams of his Counte- 
nance to ſhine on his Church, through the dark Cloud. 
We look for Times of Refreſhing to come from the 
Preſence of the Lord, We hope the Night is far 


ſpent, 
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ent, and wait with longing Expectation ill the Day 
dawn, The Rulers of the Darkneſs of this World 


will do all they can to retain their Empire. But 


the Sun of Righteouſneſs will ariſe,” and ſhortly diſpel 
the diſmal Gloom. The ſtrong Man armed cpill- not 
eaſily part with his Goods which he hath long beld in 
Peace, but there is one mightier than be coming, who 
will deſpoil him of all his Armour. The God of this 
World is no multering his Forces to oppoſe Chriſt's 
Kingdom; but it is all in vain, the Battle is the 
Lord's, and the Lamb will overcome bim. The De- 
vil hath a mighty Party within the Pale of the viſible 
Church: It conſiſts of the formal Profeſſors, and Self- 
righteous Phariſees of our Day. — Theſe Men are the 
Keepers of Satan's ſtrong Holds. They are his Sol- 
diers in Chriſt's Livery. This ſort of Men, when 
our Lord appeared in the Fleſh, were his bittereſt 
Enemies, and perſecuted him to Death. The Deſcen- 
dants of theſe Gentlemen are the moſt virulent Op 

ſers of his Kingdom now. That Se& did not die 
with the Jeriſſi State and Government. The ſame 
Leaven hath been working in every Age; from Few 
it hath turned Chriſtian, and wonderfully prevailed. 
Our Lord commanded his Diſciples to beware of that 
Leaven, and has taken effectual Care to deſcribe it. 
Phariſaiſm has been the Devil's Counterpart to true 
Religion, both under the Legal and Evangelical Diſ- 
penſation.— Though it will admit of a plauſible, ex- 
terior, and ſplendid outſide Appearance, and a fair 
Shew in the Fleſh; yet, in Principle and Practice, 
it ſtands in direct Oppoſition to the Goſpel of Chriſt. 
The Men of that Sect are zealous for the Externals 
of Religion. They wear the outſide Garb of Piety. 
They are fond of the Traditions of the Elders, and 
the Canons of the Church; But they are Enemies at the 
Heart to inward Piety, vital Godlineſs, and Christ's 
ſpiritual Kingdom. They don't like the narrow Way 
to Life, which Chriſt made, nor will they commend 


the broad Road to Deſtruction ; but are for paying a 


middle Way to Heayen, by their own good Works,

as they call them. They go to the Temple, not o 
confeis their Sins, and humble themſelves before God; 
but, like the old Phariſee, to tell the Almighty what
